HEALTH. COUNCIL PLANS 
OUTLINED TO BETHEL ROTARY 
‘BY SHIRLEY POWELL ; 
On Tuesday, Sept. 26, Northern 
Oxford Health and Service Coun- 
cil Coordinator, Shirley Powell, 
outlined Council plans and activi- 
ties for the Bethel Rotary Club. 
According to Powell the Council 
plans to establish a Health Clinic 
in Bethel with a small professional 
staff which can cover the general 
MSAD #44 area. To initially fund 
this Center the Council is seek- 
ing two’ grants. First the National 
‘Health Service Corps is being ask- 
ed to provide funds for the sala- 
ries of a physician and a nurse 
practitioner. Secondly, a grant 
from the Rural Health Initiative 
program is being sought for the 
purpose of renovating an existing 
building into a condition suitable 
for a Health Center. 
Powell said that three sites in 
Bethe] are currently being consid-' 
ered and that. a medical architect 
‘was to consult with the Council’s 
representatives as to the adequacy 
of each. In this regard, although 
January 1979 was.the target date 
0 hear from the Rural Health 
Initiative as to a facility grant, 
a reply could come as early as 
next month which would allow 
for building renovation to start 
in the near future. ~ ; 
The chronic problem of keeping 
a doctor in Bethel is being ap- 
proached two ways. Three physi- 
cians have been contacted as pos- 
sibilities for keeping the Bethel 
Center staffed with a doctor on a 
rotating basis, A permanent fam- 
ily doctor in the Center depends 
on recruiting efforts which are 
tied to the National Health Service 
Corps grant in some respects in 
that a young. doctor so obtained 
would probably be repaying his 
Federal medical school loan while 
in service at Bethel’s Center. 
Also according to Powell, the 
Council plans to cover schools in 
the SAD #44 area and Gould Aca- 
demy with health coverage aimed 
primarily at preventive services. 
This is also the case for residents 
in the area. Some laboratory ser- 
vices are planned and the Center 
would handle hospital referrals. 
When questioned about night- 
timé.and week end- emergencies, 
Powell indicated that this type of 
service depended largely on the 
circumstances of the illness and 
the availability of a doctor and/or 
nurse ‘but that, at this point, the 
Council wanted to at least provide 
somé solution locally without re. 


quiring ‘all “cases go to Rumford,

We have on today’s country side 
hardened arteries stitched togeth- 
er for roads from town to fown 
but this week Ruth, Fay and I 
took one discontinued for many 
years, It led by the school house 
and should have seemed familiar 
to me after the many years I 
walked it, But no longer is it the 
same, Down the school house hill, 


- where Fay and I used to ski, we 


went, noting the changes such as 
grown bushes and the like. 

Back here from the speeding 
cars and rubber wheeled traffic 
there was a big difference. : 

This road wound along beside 
brooks and shadowed creeks which 
today were very quiet for lack, of 
water. Even the old “watering 
trough. which so many times I 
have visited had not a trickle but 
held water which came in some 
time ago. Today it floated colored 
Jeaves and was‘ very still, 

Many years back, perhaps at the 
turn of the century this road had 
three tracks; one was made by the 
scuff of horses and two hard pack- 
ed by wheels, Today it drowsed in 
the mellow sunshine and no long- 
er fits the need of the people, but 
there is still peace and beauty. it 
dipped here and there into hol- 
lows. We crossed the weather- 
grayed splintered bridge which 
crossed the Nile Brook. There was 
mo stream running among the 
rocks. 

It was easy to read part of the 
early history of this section; out 
through to the road which goes to 
the tower on Shaws Ledge. - 

The old fences and half hidden 
stone walls zigzagged by the few 
open places. Others were crowded 
in by grasses from either side, 
hidden by golden rod, asters, trees 
and bushes. 

‘We followed the twist and curve 
of the road to a place where a 
mew building is being built in the 
corner of a field, nearly out to 
the main road. 

The foliage is really coming in- 
to color now. The way we travel- 
ed we saw maples in full flame, all 
the shades of red, scarlet, to deep 
crimson and some the color of 
strawberry ice cream. Of course 
the poplars were golden. The ash 
trees are eye catchers for they do 
strange things with color. Some 
times they appear odd blue or a 
Kind of bluish blond. 

The mountains across the valley 
are always there, They have varied 
aspects, depending on the time of 
year or the time of day, but oth- 
erwise there is little variation. 

We found wild grapes by the 
road side, not yet ripe. 

When we reached the tower, it 
looked like a huge giant reaching 
for the sky which made me feel 
so small and insignificant, 

Our journey back seemed short- 
er, When completed, we had gone 
5% miles through lanes of beauty, 
a perfect fall day, We had stood 
with autumn on a hilltop and had 
seen the meaning of the rolling 
hills that reached to the far hori- 
zon. 

We had found a country trail, a 
pathway through the trees, where 
the berries were growing wild, and 
fragrance on the breeze,
